CHICAGO, June 11.—If some handy 


man from the West would come along 
with a lasso and rope an acceptable 
vice-presidential nominee, the powers 
that be in the Republican organization 
would make him a foreign ambassador 
or something else equally nice. 

That and the platform building are 
the two things left for the convention 
crowd to be interested in today. The 
presidential race itself is devoid of 
thrills, because at the close of yester- 
day’s committee meeting Secretary Taft 
had 509 delegates tied down with in- 
structions. That is 18 more than enough 
to nominate on the first ballot and 88 
more probably will be added to his list 
today and tomorrow in the contests. 


Hughes Champion Runner. 

But a Vice President thoroughly ac- 
ceptable to all concerned just will not 
be caught. Gov. Hughes started run- 
ning away months ago and now is the 
longest-winded runner on earth. The 
Taft leaders, including President Roose- 
velt, have in the last week been boost- 
ing the name of Senator Dolliver of 
Iowa, but he has got into the Hughes 
class as a fugitive. 

Vice-President Fairbanks is still in 
the talkéd-of class and would be Aac- 
ceptable to Secretary Taft, although 
President Roosevelt has no _ love for 
the Indianan. But Mr. Fairbanks is 
faster running away from the _ vice- 
presidency than running for the presi- 
dency. 

This leaves Secretary of Treasury Cor- 
telyou as the only much-talked-of man 
who is nat running away. He is willing 
and has strong backing. He is still the 
bet of the convention crowd. President 
Roosevelt is his strongest opponent, but 
the President is not coming into the 
open. He simply refuses to stand up 
and be counted in the Cortelyou ranks. 

Secretary Taft would like Secretary 
Cortelyou as a running mate. Taft's 
manager, Hitchcock, is a pupil of Cor- 
telyou and outspoken in his favor. 
Many of the national committeemen, 
notably Thomas J. Akins of 8t. Louis, 
have been “rooting’’ for Cortelyou. 

Next to Cortelyou stands Gov. Cur- 
tis Guild of Massachusetts, who will be 
nominated by Senator Lodge, the Presi- 
dent's friend, for second place.

GASOLINE TO BE TRIED 
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Pool Room Proprietor De- 
clares Bills Jumped From 
$33 to $60.

W. 8S. Harbur and James J. Anagnes- 
taras, proprietors of a poolroom at 921 
Pine street, would appreciate having the 
company of a public service commission 
at some of their nightly seances to wit- 
ness the running materializations of 
their electric meter. 

When the poolroom meg found that 
their electric light bills had increased 
from $33 a month under a flat rate to 
$60 a month under the November rate 
schedule of Union Electric, they sat 
up from midnight to daylight with the 
meter. 

When they learned that in five hours 
the meter, with all lights turned out, had 
registered two kilowatt hours, they de- 
cided to discontinue the Union Electric 
service and illuminate their place with 
gasoline lamps. 

They have also refused to pay the 
hill for $60. W. 8. Harbur, one of the 
proprietors, signed a new contract with 
Union Electric April 24. In this con- 
tract he guaranteed 65 cents a month for 
each 16-candle power lamp installed. 
The contract was made on a basis of 
26 lamps, with a minimum guarantee of 
$23.40. 

Reduces His Guarantee. 

A few weeks later he got notice from 
Union Electric that an ifspector had 
found that he had an installation of 48 
lamps and that his minimum would be 
increased to $31.20 a month. On the 
high guarantee the poolroom people 
had been given a base rate of 8 cents 
a kilowatt hour, but their bill for May 
Was nearly twice as much as it had been 
under the flat rate. 

In order to get away from the maxi- 
mum guarantee Mr. Harbur exercised 
his option of guaranteeing only 10 cents 
a lamp. By that means he cut down his 
suarantee from $31.20 to $4.80 a month. 
but his rate was increased from 8 to 12 
cents, 

As he has decided to discontinue 
Union Electric service, the rate is not 
material and all the company cah pos- 
sipb.y get under the contract—one-half 
of its minimum guarantee—will be $2.40 
a month for the unexpired period. 

After the April contfact was signed 
Union Electric demanded an increase 
in the deposit from $28 to $50. Mr. Har- 
bur refused to pay. , With its usual 
promptness in such matters Union Elec- 
tric disconnected the poolroom and left 
it in darkness. 

' With this club over his head. Mr. 

Harbur had to pay the $22 in der to 

wet any light, although Union Electric 

had contracted to give him the service. 
Keep Watch on Meter. 

“When the $60 bill came in I decided 
that something must be wrong,” said 
Mr. Harbur to a Post-Dispaich reporter. 
“With a witness I sat up from midnight 
to daylight to find out what the meter 
was doing. Every electric light in the 
housd was turned off. The meter reg- 
istered two kilowatt hours in the five 
hours between readings. 

“When I caught the nieter crecping 
on me I cone uded it was time te do 
something. I have arranged to have. 
at a cost of $150, gasoline ‘amps put in 
the poolroom. I also changed my con- 
tract to reduce my minimum, so that 
in the event I am force’ to pay it I will 
not be out much. 

“My fan service was inercased from 

2 to $15 a fan. I find that I ean ijj- 
- luminate my plade wiih the gasoline 
hgnts at $ or $7 a month, and thar I ean 
fave enough in three months to pay for 
the outfit.”’ 
~The electric light bills of the Type- 
writer Exchange, 208 North Ninth street, 
show a remarkable variation. Begin- 
ning with January, 1906, the company’s 
bill was $26.08. It continued to drop rap- 


idly until April, when it was $8.40, and] 


it reached the lowest mark of the year 
in August, at $6.08. 

Increase itn Bill 325 Per Cent. 
“The average bill for the entire year 
Was $9.9 a month, or $119.30 in all. 

The highest bill for the year 1907 was 
$10.24, in January. The bills continued 
to decrease until Septémber, when they 
dropped to the minimum of $5 a month, 
and continued to stand at that figure 
auring October, November and Decem- 
ber. The total bill for the vear was 


$83.68, an averare of $6.97. 


In January, 1908, the bills began to

FISHERMEN SHOT DOWN 





Pleasure Party Is Mistaken for 
Foes by Man Who Wears 
Dress as Disguise. 





WILBURTON, Ok., June 11—After 
having mysteriously disappeared from 
this city last September, when he shot 
and killed Deputy City Marsha.! Oliver 
H. Swan, R. H. Johnson reappeared here 
last night tin woman’s attire. In a 
running fight that followed efforts to 
capture him he shot and killed two 
proroinent citizens and wounded 2 wom- 
an. 

The dead: 

WALTER ROBERTS, shot and k’lleé 
instantly. 

ROBERT MOUNDS, shot and mortal- 
ly wounded; died in a short time. 

The wounded: 

Mere. R. BLAKELY, shct while hid- 
ing behind a tree. 

The entire country is roused and v'ick- 
ets ure posted about the town every 50 
yards in a circle six miles wide, but the 
man has so far eluded capture. 

The murdér of the men and the 
wounding of the woman occurred under 
melodramatic circumstances. Johnson, 
who is a negro, was being pursued in 
the environs of Wilburton, having es- 


caped in the public square by tearing 


off the skirt he wore as a disguise and 
taking to his heels. 
Armed Crowds Pursue Him. 

From every store and street poured 
crowds of people, all heavily armed, 
as the alarm had spread that “Johnson 
is back,’’ and he was sought, dead or 
alive. 

As Johnson ran he fired back at his 
pursuers over his shoulder, but the 
bullets went wild. He maintained a 
good lead, but a shower of shots con- 
stantly whizzed past him. 


As he made his way across the broken 
country he gained more and more on 
the crowd, until their shots sounded 
half a mile distant. By this time some 
of the cooler of the citizens had mount- 
ed horses and were galloping at top 
speed in the direction Johnson had been 
seen going last. 

As the panting negro, nearly spent 
by the chase, clambered down the banks 
of a stream in the hope of hiding in the 
underbrush, he came face’to face with 
Mound, Mrs. Mounds, Roberts and his 
wife, Mrs. Blakely and several others 
who composed a fishing party. 

Mistaking them for pursuers, he 
opened fire on them all without warn- 
ing. With a scream Mrs. Blakely ran 
to a place of shelter behind a tree. A 
bullet from the negro’s revolver grazed 
her body, inflicting a serious wound. 

Shot Down in Cold Blood, 

Mounds and Roberts were unarmed 
and were shot down by Johnson in cold 
blood, 

Their bodies were found three minutes 
later by the mounted men, who were 
able to attend the injuries of Mrs. 
Blakely in time to save her life. 

The negro, under cover of thick un- 
derbrush in the vicinity, escaped while 
the rsemen attended the wounded 
woman.

Anthony Comstock, president of tbe 
Society for the Suppression of Vice in 
New York, has issued a dictum that the 
sheath skirt must not be worn in that 
city.

Police Commissioner Bingham of New 
Lork, whose duty it would be to order 
the police to arrest women wearing 
directoire gowns, said he would not at- 
tempt to have women arrested for that 
cause.

Judge Upholds Eviction of Collec- 
tor From Nebraska Reserva- 


tion on Payday. 

Chief Merry Sunshine, Chief Raney 
Daze and all the other chiefs, braves 
and squaws who live on Indian reser- 
vations throughout the United States 
may borrow all the money they can, and 
they will not have to pay it the day 
Uncle Sam passes around the Indian al- 
lowance. 

All this comes about throuch a deci- 
sion of Judge Willis Van Devanter in 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. Judge Van Devanter ho'ds that 
the Indian police have authority to ex- 
clude collectors from the reservations 
on the Indians’ pay day. 

Charles Green Rainbow and several 
more members of the Indian police on 
the reservation in ‘Thurston County, 
Neb., forcibly ejected Thomas L. Sloan, 
a collector, who was standing around, 
trying to collect a few debts from the 
Indians. Sloan caused the arrest of 
Green Rainbow and some of his fellow 
“cops.” Judge Van Devanter sustains 
the action of the police, and holds that 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs has 
the right to eject collectors on pay day 
on the ground that their presence 
among the Indians may be prejudicial 
to the ‘“‘peace of the reservation.”’

CHEERFUL AS A CHILD 





Gore of Oklahoma Discusses 
His Infirmity and Wants 
No Pity. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June l.—‘‘Have I 
hope?” said Senator Gore of Oklahoma. 
“Of course I have, and lots of it. But I 
have no great expectations. Dr. Wil- 
mer tells me that if my eyes had been 
treated fifteen years ago the one he 
is now working on would probably have 
been saved; and that is how my case 
stands, I am going to keep up the treat 
ment during the Democratic convention 
at Denver and in the campaign, and if 
things come out all right I will sub- 
mit to an operation next fall.” 

The blind Senator was listening to a 
friend reading from Mills’ “Elements of 
Political Economy,” at his boarding 
house, 1508 B street, and was as cheerful 
as a child out of school. He had been 
able to see one of the cuffs of his shirt 
less than twenty-four hours before, and 
less than three hours previously he had 
discerned the-five fingers of one hand. 

He declined to say anything for pub- 
lication about these phenomenal occur-f 
rences because he feared he might raise 
false hopes in the breasts of his friends, 
but his joy was manifest. 

“Several prose poems have been writ- 
ten about my blindness recently,” said 
Senator Gore, ‘‘and I appreciate the sen- 
timent expressed in them. But I don’t 
want sympathy. I. have never asked 


taken all»the hard knocks coming my 
way just as other pedple do. I am not 
an object of pity, and never intend to 
be. Other blind men have done much 
more than I have, and still others will 
doubtless far outstrip me in the fu- 
ture. 
Says Sight Isn’t Everything. 

“All this talk about my having seen 
things is greatly exaggerated. I have 
a good imagination and a vivid memory. 
Haven't you imagined you saw things 
with your two good eyes and written 
about them and then had it proved to 
you that you didn’t see anything of the 
kind? Probably you and I are in the 
same class after all. 

“Inability to use my eyes is not as. 
big a handicap as people seem to think, 
and whether Dr. Wilmer’s experiment 
succeeds or fails, I will continue to 
mingle with yeu and show you that, 
to my mind, sight is not ‘the greatest 
thing in the world after all.” 

At the Episcopal Eye, Ear and Throat 
Hospital, the house physician and the 
internes were unmistakably pleased with 
the turn things had taken. 

Occulist Has Doubts.. 

“We just won't talk,’’ they said. 
“However, see Dr. Wilmer and he will 
tell you the news.’’ 

But the oculist has been fooled be- 
fore, and he declined to admit even 
that the olitlook was favorable. He 
simply reiterated that the chance of 
restoring sight to the eye was remote. 
However, he was palpably pleased with 
the progress of the treatment. 

Senator Gore will make his final visit 
ef the summer to the hospital this af- 
ternoon and will leave Washington Fri- 
day or Saturday for Oklahoma.

Routes to Pleasure Resorts--Motormen 
Must Make Time to Hold Their Jobs.

On the United Railways trolley line 
routes leading to amusement resorts be- 
yond the city limits are many danger 
points where serious accidents like that 
on the Creve Coeur Lake line last Sun- 
day night might occur at any time. 

At none of these places are precau- 
tions taken to prevent disaster. Cars 
speed through the night laden with men, 
women and children. 

Motormen who will be suspendéd or 
discharged if they fail to keep up the 
“schedule” set by the company thread 
their way gingerly through the crowded 
city streets and then ‘‘turn her loose” 
when. they strike the open country. 

Must Be “On Time.” 


The man at the controller must 
reach the end of the line “‘on time.” 

He turns the brass handle to the high- 
est notch and races. Behind him in the 
care are, possibly, 100 passengers. 

On their face the rules of the company 
show that fast running is discounten- 
anced. They bristle with injunctions 
against excessive speed. 

“But,”’ says the motorman, “I have 
to get to Forest Park Higtands at a 
certain time. I’ve got to stop for pas- 
sengers and keep from hitting buggies 
and automobiles in town. How am I 
going to catch up if I don’t shoot the 
power on hard when I strike the T rail 
on the private right of way?’ 

Where the Danger Lurks, 


There is where the danger lurks—out 
in the country where the tracks have 
been laid over the hills and through the 
valleys and where the angle of curves 
has not been fixed by ordinance. 

There is not a warning light on any 
curve along the lines to amusement re- 
sorts in St. Louis County. 

Few persons who ride to Forest Park 

Highlands and West End Heights at 
night can restrain a gasp of apprehen- 
sion when they come to what the motor- 
men call the “jumping off place.”’ This 
is a trestle with a 30 per cent grade just 
west of the Bates monument at the 
south end of Forest Park on the Mar- 
ket street line.

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impossible for him to stop in time to 
avert an accident. 

As the car, hurrying to a summer 
garden, tops ¢his grade, the passen- 
gers’ sensation is much the same as 
though they were starting down the 
steep runway .of a. “loop the loop,” 
The diffegence is this—loop-the-loop 
cars are helé to the rails by a mechani- 
cal contrivance and United .«tailways 
cars are not. 

Were a car to leave the track on this 
“jumping off place’ it would roll over 
and over and land in a ditch 2% feet 
below. 

But the ride down the incline is only 
the beginning. From the foot of the 
trestle the car shoots onto a level 
stretch of track with a 20 per cent 
grade. It has then a momentum which 
would carry it half a mile with the 
power turned off. 

One hundred and fifty yards ahead is 
a very sharp curve which has no signs 
for warning in daytime and no lights 
for guidance at night. There is no warn- 
Ing signal which tells the motorman te 
slow down to four miles an hour or any 
other reasonably cautious speed. 

If the night is dark and if his head- 
light is small, as was the one on the 
Creve Coeur Lake car which jumped 
the track, killing one person and injur- 
ing 40 ethers, the motorman has no 
méans of knowing that he is approach- 
ing a curve. 


The Hairpin Curve. 

His car goes leaping down a steep 
grade to king of all the danger points on 
the Market street line, the Hair Pin 
Curve, as motormen have christened it. 

This is a peculiar piece of railroad en- 
gineering which would not be permitted 
under the city ordinances, the curve be- 
ing almost.a right. angle. There are no 
guard rails, no lights, no signs. 

Only its grip on the T rails keeps the 
car from going straight ahead into the 
bed of a creek 25 yards beyond or dash- 
ing against a stone culvert which 
bridges the stream. As the car takes 
this curve passengers some times are 
thrown into each other’s laps and strap- 
hangers’ arms are wrenched. 

It is a sharper curve and, by reason 
of its surroundings, a more dangerous 
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SPEEDING TO SUMMER

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one than that on which last Sunday 
night’s accident occurred. 

There are points or equal peril on 
lines leading to other amusement resorts 
to which thousands of St. Louigans take 
nightly street car rides. 

The Grade Crossing Peril. 

One of these danger points is the Wa- 
bash grade crossing on the Delmar 
line two blocks east of Delmar Garden. 
There are gates and railroad signal 
lights here, but the trains from the 
South come around a sharp curve 50 
rards south of the street railway tracks 
and the safety of the passengers de- 
pends on the vigilance of an aged watch- 
man. , 

For eastbound cars on the Delmar 
line there is a danger point 30 yards 
west of the Wabash crossing. This is 
a sudden “jog’’ in the track which 
would make easy for a car to leave 
the rails when running at excessive 
speed. 

There is a similar ‘‘jog’’ in the Broad- 
way line tracks near |Davis street on 
the route to Mannion’s Park. 

McCulloch Issues, Warning. 

Capt. Robert McCulloch, vice-president 
and general manager of the United Rail- 
ways Co., has called the attention of all 
motormen to the necessity of approach- 
ing curves with caution and at a mod- 
erate rate of speed. He has announced 
also that he will have the Creve Coeur 
Lake curve, the scene of Sunday night's 
accident, relaid so that the angle will 
not be so sharp. Employes of the com- 
pany also are inspecting other curves 
and danger points with a view to reme- 
dying defects.

{ THE GERMAN PRINTING COMBINE. 

The additional cost of readvertising for bids for 
the city printing in German is a warning of the 
menace to the City Treasury in a “combine” of 
newspapers which monopolizes all the opportuni- 
ties for publishing the printing in German as or- 
dered by the City Charter. The city is compelled 
to pay $800 for a second advertising. That is far 
cheaper than the acceptance of the exorbitant 
bid would be, but there is no assurance of a sat- 
isfactory result. The combine still has the pow- 
er to “hold up’’ the city this year, or next year. 

The publication of the city records in German 
has no practical value, because the great ma- 
jority of German-American citizens read Eng- 
lish and take the English newspapers. More- 
over, the printing of public records at the city’s 
cost in any language except that of the country 
‘¥e an erroneous policy. The city printing in 
English might be abolished, or at least greatly 
reduced, without injury to citizens and to the 
advantage of the City Treasury. But charter 
amendments are required for these changes and 
meanwhile the city must be protected from the 
German newspaper combine. 

The City Council can do effective work to this 
end by a thorough investigation which will give 
publicity to all the facts. It should find out pre- 
cisely what are the relations between the newspa- 
pers in the “combine,” what is the nature of 
the conspiracy by which competition for the print- 
ing contract is eliminated. | ) 

It should insist upon a full knowledge of the 
city’s return for the cost of German printing— 
what is the circulation of the German newspaper 
bidders. It should find out also what is charged 
other advertisers for a similar service. 

There is yet another phase of the situation. 
Has the law against combines and conspiracies 
among contractors to eliminate competition been 
violated? This question calls for the attention of 
the grand jury. The existence of a combine to 
squeeze the city in contracts is an outrage which 
demands drastic action.

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DR. DAY THE GAIETY MAKER. 

The retirement, either by leave of absence or 
resignation, of Chancellor Day of Syracuse Uni- 
versity, will be a deplorable loss to the comic ele- 
ment of social and political life. 

Dr. Day is tremendously in earnest. Whatever 
he believes he believes absolutely and every one 
who doesn’t agree with him is suspect. He be- 
lieves, for instance, that the modern millionaire 
is the summit, the acme of creation, the end to- 
ward which the creative work has labored ever 
since chaos was crystallized into a.world.’ And 
the Standard Oil millionaire is the perfect flower 
and fruit of this age-long process. 

Anybody who thinks manhood, not millionair- 
ism, is the end of the plan, is an anarchist, a 
socialist, an un-American disturber of the peace. 
There is no middle ground for Dr. Day, where 
the golden apples grow. There is only one side, 
which is his side to every question. He believes 
in what is right and, happily, he knows the 
right. 

Dr. Day is one of many—the people who are 
the most comic of all comic characters, because 
they have no sense of humor. Earnest, loyal, 
brave, but yet losing much of their value be- 
cause they can’t see the point. 
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If George B. Cortelyou is nominated for the 
vice-presidency E. H. Harriman should be kicked 
out of the Ananias Club. These two eminent and 
practical men are forever associated in the public 
mind with one of the most discreditable passages 
in American history, and Harriman’s share is not 
less evident for his election to the President’s 
celebrated club. 
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. THE WISE PRODIGAL, 

Even should young Mr. C. W. Averill of Los 
Angeles, Cal., expend the greater portion of his 
Tecently inherited fortune of $10,000,000 in car- 
rying out his announced determination to make 
20,000 persons happy, his case will not be a con- 
firmation of the truth of the.old proverb that “a 
feol and his money are soon parted.” 

This is because, in making othe happy, Mr. 
Averill will make himself happy, and money has 
no higher province or possibilities than this. No 
man can justly be called a fool who spends money 
to this end in the manner contemplated by this 
big-hearted heir to millions. It is his plan to 
use his wealth in he.ping men to succeed who 
have hitherto failed, in giving drunkards a chance 
to become sober men, in extending a friendly hand 
to ex-convicts and in essaying the reformation of 
fallen women. Every dollar thus expended will 
be wisely and beneficently employed, folly-stricken 
though its employment may seem to more selfish 


And Mr. Averill himself will be the greatest 
beneficiary of his own good work. The imminent: 
ty perilous curse of suddenly acquired great 
wealth will, in his case, be transformed into a 
blessing. For every heart lightened by the help- 
tng of Mr. Averill’s money, his own heart will 
‘be made even lighter, and it is a certain result 
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him far more than value received for the money 
spent. It is a wise prodigality which he contem- 
plates—the pity is that the world has so few such 
prodigals. 
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It is suggested that if Senator Gore’s eyesight 
is restored he might see Stone. Probably, but are 
we sure that Stone could always see Gore? 
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THE REPUBLICAN DILEMMA. 

The black cloud in the Republican firmament 
will not be dissipated by adopting the Burke plan 
of representation in conventions. 

This proposes to allow four delegates-at-large 
from each state and one for every 10,000 Repub- 
lican votes cast at the presidential election four 
years preceding. 

Doesn’t this look like a surrender of the fif- 
teenth amendment in the South, an acknowledg- 
ment that negro suffrage is a failure, that. the 
Republican party is unable to make good its 
pledges or finds it inconvenient to redeem them 
and bows to the white will of \the Southern 
States, which, ignoring the amendment, declares 
that the negro shall not vote? 

Moreover, if the Republicans adopt this as the 
party policy, will they not be forced by opinion 
in their own rank and file to raise the question 
of Southern representation in Congress and in 
the electoral college and make that a commanding 
political issue? That is the logic of the situation. 
Does the party feel strong enough to raise a ques- 
tion which contains more explosive material than 
any since the slavery issue was settled by war? 

The Republican party has always been wise 
enough or lucky enough to steer clear of all 
dangers and preserve its organization and voting 
strength unimpaired. But the administration ma- 
chine has dragged the party to a position where 
it is confronted with a greater menace than any 
hitherto encountered. It is no great matter what 
happens to the black man. He has no friends, 
and the party may be able to dispense with his 
vote in the North. But when an attempt is made 
to push the thing to its logical and moral con- 
clusion by depriving the South of any of its 
weight in national politics, Pandora’s box will 
be opened. Will the Republicans be inclined to 


let loose the plagues?

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THE “BROTHER ACT” OF 1908.

The Poison Oaks agreed to play a club 
called the Uncracked Acorns to raise 
funds for a St. Patrick’s day parade. 
Naturally Milligan was the great draw- 
ing attraction of the day. To give him 
zest to the sport a local saloonkeeper 
placed a keg of beer on third base and 
any player reaching that corner on a 
hit was entitled to a cooling drink. 
Ordinarily Milligan was a stickler for 
temperance, but this day he decided to 
take a glass just to be democratic. 

In the eighth inning neither team had 
scored, and a member of the committee 
implored Swat to cut loose. He did, 
Harold Hangover, who was pitching for 
the Uncracked Acorns, deep down in his 
craven heart had. determined to catch 
Swat unawares and strike him out. Mr. 
Milligan discdvered the plot and sud- 
denly braced up, His eye, however, 
resteu, fondly on the keg which looked 
so inviting at third.
